The prior 
art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed features as presented in claim(s) 1-4, wherein a 
reflective optical element comprises a lens possessing at least one optically shaped surface, a portion 
of which is suitable as an adhesive substrate, on which is disposed a lens film comprising an 
adhesive layer and backing which maintains a uniform thickness when deformed; and metal foil and 
metallized polymer layer which reflects light in a uniform manner and has a thickness which is 
flexible when deformed, wherein said film is secured to said lens with pressure and stress to 
conformed to said optically shaped surface and adheres to said lens, as claimed.
